Differences.

Henry Cabot Lodge, Gen. Leonard 
Wood, Theodore Rooseve 
bert Hoover are regarded as the lead- 
ing possibilities for membership in 
the Harding cabinet. by Republican 
leaders who are closely associated with 
the president elect. 

It is understood that Senator Hard. 
ing has not decided whom he will in. 
vite to accept plices in his cabinet, 
That exception ts 
Gen. Wood, who is believed to have 
been asked to become secretary of 
war. 

The selection of a secretary of state 
is bound up with the formulation of 
the Harding ‘policy on foreign affairs, 
particularly with reference to the peace 
treaty and the league of nations. It is 
not likely that the president elect will 
choose the premier of his administra- 
tion until he has mapped his course 
definitely on the league of nations 
question, and he will not do that until 
he has consulted with both the pro- 
league Republicans and the bitter end- 
ers. 

Brains or Harmony? 

Republicans who are in favor of a 
league of nations, modified to the ex- 
tent of the Lodge reservations, will ex- 
ert their fnfluence with the president 
elect in behalf of the selection of Elihu 
Root as secretary of state. Mr. Root 
favors a league the chief feature of 
which would be the maintenance of an 
international court of justice, such as 
he helped to plan at The Hague last 
summer. 

From the viewpoint of qualification 
for the post Mr. Root is the logical 
choice, He is widely regarded as the 
“brains of the Republican party,” and 
he is indisputably one of the foremost 
world statesmen of the age. He draft- 
ed the league of nations plank’in the

Al- 
lied with them are western progres- 
sivee, who look upon Mr. Root as a 
reactionary, who is tHe incarnation of 
Wall street influence, and the drys, 
who never forgave him for arguing the 
unconstitutionality of the prohibition 
amendment before the Supreme court. 

The favorite of the bitter enders is 
Senator Knox of Pennsylvania, who, 
like Mr. Root, has been a secretary of 
state. Mr. Knox favors a world court, 
without a league. and he consistently 
opposed the treaty either with or with- 
out reservations. 

‘Lodge as a Conciliator. 
Occupying a middie groutd between 
the pro-leaguers and the irreconcilables 
is Senator Lodge, who would be accept- 
able to all save the extremists in both 
camps. Hence he is being suggested as 
a logical compromise likely to com- 
mend itself to Senator Harding. 
Theodore Roosevelt might be given a 
place in the cabinet not Snly because 
of his ability but with the view of 
recognizing the progressive wing of the 
party and the soldiers of the world 
war.

Britain,France, Italy 
toBack Each Other 


PARIS, Nov. 5.—[By the Associated 
Press.J—France, Great Britain, and 
Italy have signed a tripartite agree- 
ment In Which they agree to support 
each other in maintaining their 
“ spheres of influence” in Turkey. The 


limits of the areas in which the re- 


spective specia! interests of France 
and Italy are recognized are defined by 
the same document. 

This ‘agreement, it developed today, 
was signed at Sevres Aug. 10, the day 
the public ceremonial of the signing of 
the peace treaty with Turkey took 
place. Although the agreement, it is 
explained, is not considered a secret 
one, it nevertheless has never been 
made public until now, after a lapse of 


nearly three months since the signing. 


Under its own terms the document 
was to come into force and be pub- 
lished at the time the Turkish peace 
treaty should go into effect. This date 
is still an uncertainty. 


British Areas Undefined. 


In connection with examination of 


the text of the agreement now avail- 


able, attention is being calléd here to 


the fact that while the treaty defines 
the spheres of influence of France and 


Italy—recognizing--the special inter- 


ests of Frafice in Cilicia and the West- 
ern part of Kurdistan bordering on 
Syria, and of Italy in southern Ana- 
tolia—the British spheres of influence 
are not only undefined, but are not 
mentioned. 

This has raised the question if the 
agreement is susceptible of the inter- 
pretation that the British interests 
may be held to extend to any or all the 
remaining parts of the Turkish em- 
pire. 


Pledge Each Other Support. 

It is noted also, that while the agree 
ment doés not take the form of an al- 
liance, it pledges the contracting pow- 
ers to “render diplomatic support to 
each other in maintaining their re 
spective positions in the areas in which 
their special interests are recognized.” 

One section of the document pro- 
vides for the exploitation of the Bag- 
dad railway by a company in which 
British, French, and Italian capital is 
It gives the ex- 
ploitation of the Heraclea coal mines, 
between Konieh and Adana, to Italy. 

Article X. of the agreement pro 
vides that nothing contained in it shall 
prejudice the right of nationals of non- 
signatory states to free access to the 
various areas for commercial and eco- 
nomic purposes, 


“Anxious to Help Tyrkey.” 

The preamble of the document reads: 

“Being anxious to help Turkey de- 
velop her resources, and to avoid the 
international rivalries which have ob- 
structed these objects in the past; and 
being desirous to meet the request of 
the Turkish government that it re- 
ceive necessary assistance in the reor- 
ganization of justice, the finances, the 
gendarmerie and of the police, in the 


protection of religious, racial, and lin- 


guistic minorities, and the economic 
development of the country; consider- 
ing that the autonomy or eventual in- 
dependence of Kurdistan has been rec- 
ognized by them, and that It is desirable 
with a view to facilitating the devel- 
opment of that country and make pro- 
visions foreany assistance it may re- 
quire. in its administration, and to 
avoid international rivalries in euch 
matters: recognizing the respective 
special interests of Italy in southern 
Anatolia and of Franc@¢ in Cllicla and 
the western part of Kurdistan border- 
ing on Syria, up to Jezire-Ibn-Omar as 
these areas are hereafter defined, the 
British, Italian, and French govern- 
ments have agreed upon the following: 
Article I. 

“There shall be equality in Turkey 
between the contracting powers in the 
composition of all international com- 
missions, whether existing or to be es- 
tablished, charged wit the organiza- 
tion and supervision of ‘the different 
public services and for insuring the 
protection of racial, religious, and lin- 
guistic minorities.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. §5.—The 
entire Wrangel army faces annihila- 
tion. 

Swift and overwhelming attacks 
were launched simultaneously by five 
bolshevik armies totaling 160,000 
troops. This has enabled Budenny’s 
crack cavalry corps to attack concen- 
trically from the Kachovka bridgehead 
on the Dnieper and hack their way 
clear across the mouth of the Crimean 
isthmus, cutting the sole rallway line 
at Novo Alexievsk. Advance guards 
have reached Guenitch on the Sea of 
Azov. 

All the Wrangel armies fighting in 
South Russia, most of which are 
massed in thé Militopol region, are 
cut off from their base in Crimea and 
are menaced with capture, although 
Gen. Wrangel’s headquarters asserts 
that isolated groups, fighting their 
way through the surrounding Red cav- 
alry cordon, are reaching Crimea. 

All Reserve Supplies Doomed, 

Huge amounts of supplies and war 
munitions sent to Gen. Wrangel by 
France and Great Britain and movei 
forward into South Russia following 
his advance last summer, are how at

of the platform on which he appealed to the people 
and the outline of intention he himself gave during 


the campaign. 


Indeed, though Democratic tactics attempted to 
abdscure the fact, the Republican candidate and his 
party were pledged as clearly as their adversaries 
to an attempt to create an association among 
nations for the betterment of international yela- 
tions and the fostering of peace. This Mr. Harding 
has repeatedly shown and fn his latest remark he 
says: “There is a new world relationship, and 


when the next administration comes into power 


we are going to play our part. We're going to ask 
for nations associated together in justice; but it 
sha!] be an association which surrenders nothing of 
American freedom.” 

The problem as now presented divides into two 
phases: First, that of recognizing the state of 


peace now in fact existing between this country | 


and Germany; second, the determination of a course 
of action to be taken by the United States for the 
realization of the association of nations for which 
virtually all Americans hope. 

The first can be accomplished legally by a decla- 


‘ration that a state of war no longer exists. But 


this alone would leave our rights arising out of the 
war and our necessary relations with Germany 
umprovided for. It would leave unprovided for 
also such legitimate obligations as we owe to the 
nations associated with us in the war. There is 
no thought of withdrawing from or in the least 
evading our full duty to France, Belgium, Great 
Britain, Italy, or any nation which has any moral 
claim upon us for codperation arising out of the 
war or the peace. America does not repudiate. 
America does not “quit.” But America will trust 
to her own conscience and she will distinguish 
between her obligations and other nations’ self- 
interests. 
Thus the problem of peace would seem to involve 
diplomatic discussions with the associated powers 
and with Germany as to our relations and obliga- 
tions to all concerned ariging from the armistice 
and the peace. If Mr. Wilson accepts the verdict 
of the election, it may be a beginning of these dis- 
eussions could be made in the interest of the 
earliest possible action. But, of course, if these 
preliminaries are not to be abortive they would 
have to be conducted informally and under the 
control of Mr. Harding and the senate committee 
om foreign affairs. It is to be hdODped something can 
be done by the senate leaders and the phesident 
elect in the way of preparing the data of action to 
ine taken formally under the new administration. 
he second responsibility, that of formulating 
an American international association for the 
fostering of peace—it may be cleared now of the 
é4émbarrassments of the treaty of Versailles. It has 
been the Republican belief from the first, as re- 
yeatedly dec! that it should be considered by 


_ the nations free from the exigencies of the peace. 


When Mr. Harding has brought about that con- 
ference with the best minds of America, and e#pe- 
eilally with the cotrdinate branch of government 
eharged with the duty of advice as to treaties, we 
believe the governments of the chief powers will 
welcome reconsideration. 

» This reconsideration may result in the adoption 
of the existing league amended so as to exclude 
the commitments repudiated by the American 
weople and to include such provisions as cover 
what we deem our legitimate interests and Becure 
our proper independence of judgment. Or it may 
result in a new plan. 

“All this we are confident will be wisely “worked 
out in due time. Mr. Harding will be guided not 
only by his own natural tendency but by the over- 
_wWhelming mandate of the election to shape his 
course clearly by the highest interest of the United 
States. It is not true that the Amefican people 
wished nothing for themselves from the war or 
the peace. We are not out for territory, having 
about enough for our uses. . But we did expect, and 
G@ expect, that our representatives shall represent 
opr interests always—to defend our security, to pre- 
Vent advantage being won at our expense, to 
advance fairly any interest that is involved in any 
Negotiation we have entered. In respect of the 
present peace we have at least one outstanding 
interest, and that is the earliest possible stabiliza- 
tion of Europe. We believe that there are terms 
of the treaty of Versailles that obstruct the reali- 
ration of that interest and violate principles enun. 
ciated by Mr. Wilson himself. To these terms we 
are not morally or otherwise bound, and if they 
eannot be modified or withdrawn, it will be our 
right tO Stand elear of them. As to terms imposed 
primarily in the interest of our associates in the 
war, we ought to support only such as conform to 
our interest in a stable and jus* peace, or such as 
arise out of definite obligaticns upon which we 
gave ‘them a right to rely. 


MANNERS IN THE CAMPAIGN. 
Among telegrams of congratulations to the presi- 
dent elect, that of Mr. Taft touched upon art aspect 
ef the campaign we have commented upon. Mr. 
Taft referred to “the dignity, courtesy, sense of 
regponsibility, the self-restraint with which 


you carried yourself in the campaign under the 
greatest provocation.” 

The contrast of manners of the two candidates 
‘Was noticeable. From the first Mr. Cox resorted 
to personalities, which became more acrid as his 
sense of impending defeat grew. The personalities 
proved nothing, threw no light on the issues. They 
did throw light on Cox, his temper and moral fiber: 
We say nothing of the shameful canard which Mr. 
Cox did nothing to check. All that is now happily 
unimportant. But the spirit shown by Mr. Harding 
is not unimportant, and we may be glad that it 
shows the fairness, clean kindliness, anti the self- 
control we like to see In our public men, and not 
often do see.

LEST WE FORGET OUR TROUBLES 
AT THE POLLS. 

Hundreds of thousands of voters who wrestled 
physically as well as mentally with the huge bal- 
swt handed them on Tuesday will understand now 
as they may not have understood before the ad- 
visability of a short ballot. If these voters will 
honestly ask themselves how much they knew of 
many of the candidates for whom they voted, how 
much they, knew of the policies and purposes of 
those candidates, and how much they knew of the 
Guties and responsibilities of the offices involved 
they will realize the absurdity of a system which 
calls upon them to make such eelections. 

Does the man or woman who reads these words 
know the duties or powers of clerk of the Circuit 
court, of state auditor, of state secretary of state? 
Is there anything but a partisan plea offered for 
any lar candidate for state surveyor? We 
Goubt it. Yet the voter is called upon to make se- 
lections for these offices, and in ninety-nine cases 
out of one hundred must make the selections with- 
out any adequate knowledge either of the office 
or the candidate, ' 

Attention is to that extent distracted from the 
more important offlces, candidates and policies, 
and men are put into state jobs without any per- 
sonal relation either to the voters or to other state 
officials. The result is bad. The public has no 
direct check upon the work of such officeholders, 
and they, relying entirely upon party affiliations 
for continuation in office, naturally devote them- 
selves to polities rather than to service... 

In our national government we elect president, 
vice president and legislators. Other offices are 
appointive and responsibility for efficient service 
is placed directly upon the president. Why should 
offices of much less importance fn state govern- 
merit be filled by election? The work {n many cases 
is largély clerical, or at the best routine. No con- 
vincing reason has been offered to show why they 
should not be appointed, with responsibility direct 
to the appointing office and so to the public, or in 
some cases even placed under civil service. 

A short ballot will prevent confusion tn the mind 
of the voter and give a more direct voice in state 
government than that now operative. A move in 
that direction may well be one of the tasks of the 
new state administration,

WHAT'S THE MATTER WITH CHICAGO!

For some years jt has been observed that murderers 
now and thet are almost coddled in Chicago. If not 
coddled by a foolish public that sends flowers and 
sweets, they are taken to the hearts of mist juvors 
and treated like prodigal children. _ 

What's the matter with Chicago? Why is it that a 
man may be found guilty of murder, cold, blooded, 
fiendish, brutal murder and yet escape the limit of 
the law?. How can a jury arrive at a verdict thet man: 
deliberately took life and then sentence him te “ex- 
piate” his crime by serving a ridiculous sentence that 
may be less than that for murder in the second degree 
or manslaughter? 

A jury at Chicago has just returned a verdict of 
guilty against a man who killed three people, accord- 
ing to the evidence. He is yet to be tried for the kill- 
ing of one of them, having been convicted on the 
counts charging him with the murder of his wife and 
her unborn babe. The evidence showed, to the satis- 
faction of the jury, that he did kill his wife. The jury 
held him gullty. The verdict said he was a murderer. 
But—they give him twenty-five years! 

The court felt outraged and said so. The prosecu- 

tors were disgusted and angered. The attorneys for 
the defense did not want a new trial when it was 
ironically suggested by the court. Only the murderer 
was jubilant. He shouted “I beat the rope! I beat 
the rope!” But the bailiff who led him away was too 
contemptuous of him to make reply. 
_ It has not been explained why the jury in the Wan- 
dere@r case let the slayer of his wife and baby slip 
through the noose. Good behavior means that Wan- 
derer might win his way to freedom in a little more 
than thirteen years. ‘ Thirteen years for deliberately 
shooting down a trusting woman, taking not only her 
life but that of the innocent unborn baby she ex- 
pected! 

There is something wrong in Chicago. There is 
something so wrong with Chicago that somebody 
ought to find out just what it is and cure ft. Is there 
a great fear in Chicago that jurors are made to feel?

Finance Committee Faces 
Enormous Deficit. | 


An immediate addition of 200 patrol- 
men to the police force was authorized 
yesterday by the council finance com- 
mittee, which at its first post vacation 
meeting ran smack bang into a mu- 
nicipal deficit of from $5,000,000 to 
$6,000,000. 

In view of the city’s financial straits 
Ald. McCormick and Capitain opposed 
Chief Garrity’s request for more men, 
but Ald. A. .J. Fisher's motion to au- 
thorize them was finally carried almost 
unanimously. 

“The men are badly needed, and wil! 
be scattered in various precincts, espe- 
cially on the far south a northwest 
sides,” Chief Garrity said. ‘“ For ade- 
quate police protection there should be 
one patrolman to each mile and one- 
half of streets. That would take a 
force of 9,046 men, and we have 38,600.”

The new ‘Illinois constitution—es 
now tentatively agreed upon—specific- 
ally guarantees the privilege of inter- 
marriage of the blacks and whites, It 
proclaims as velig in this state the 
miscegenation of racés.

Proposals of Colored Lawyer. 

| In a word, the new constitution says 
that “no citizen shall be prohibited 
from doing anything that any other 
citizen may do” because of race .or 
color. It was the proposal of the able 
colored lawyer, Edward Morris, who 
is @ member of the constitutional con- 
vention. 

It wae agreed upon during the newsy 
days surrounding the national conven- 
tions and escaped the notice of the 
public generally. A member of the 
convention said yesterday that it is 
as broad and comprehensive as it can 
be made. He claimed that this sentence 
in the constitution will prevent the 
legialature from, prohibiting in any 
way the colored’ citizen from getting 
all the rights and privileges accorded 
to other citizens, According to this 
constitutional delegate and lawyer the 
new constitution, as now worded, will 
prevent segregation of the Negroes,
